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DETAILED ACTION 



L This communication is in response to Applicants' Response to Office Action dated 
February 25, 2004, mailed May 10, 2004 and received by PTO May 13, 2004, as well as 
Applicants' Supplemental Response faxed August 6, 2004. 

1-1. Claims 1, 8, 1 1, 14, and 17 have been amended. Claim 4 has been cancelled. Claims 1-3 
and 5-19 are pending. 

1-2. Claims 1-3 and 5-19 have been examined and allowed. 

Interview Summary 

2. While reviewing Applicants' Response received May 13, 2004, the Examiner located the 
potential nonstatutory double patenting problem. Furthermore, the Examiner was unclear of 
Applicants' argument regarding the difference between simulation and protocol conversion. 

On August 5, 2004, the Examiner telephoned Mr. Mark C. Van Ness (Reg. No.: 39,865) 
to discuss these problems. In response to the telephone discussion, Applicants filed a terminal 
disclaimer and submitted a Supplemental Response on August 6, 2004, canceled claim 4 and 
amended all the independent claims 1,8, 11, 14, and 17. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
3-1. The closest prior art of record discloses: 
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(1) A method for gathering and sending monitored traffic data via a short messaging 
system message over a wireless network through a PSTN to a central computer (Roberts, Jr., 
U.S. Patent 6,384,739 Bl); 

(2) An apparatus for providing multiple network services using a single serial 
communications port (Jacober et al., U.S. Patent 6,13,608); and 

(3) A facsimile transmission in a digital cellular radio network (Suomi et al., U.S. Patent 
5,537,458). 

3-2, Claims 1-3 and 5-19 are deemed novel and non-obvious over the prior art of record, and 
are allowed. All the amended independent claims 1, 8, 1 1, 14, and 17 provide that simulation of 
a circuit switched call link to user equipment is provided utilizing application layer object code 
built over a GSM protocol stack as argued by Applicants at page 9 of the Supplemental Response 
faxed August 6, 2004, and also shown in FIG. 15B and FIG. 15C. This feature has not been 
uncovered in a single teaching, nor would a modification of prior art references be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to yield these limitations in the context of the claim.
